ther state that I, too, do not feel at all 
disposed to transact business with you 
for this and other reasons, and you. may 
discontinue sending me your catalogues 
ea.early a date ag suits yourconvenience.

variety of red, my conscience has had a 
distinctly saffron-hued feeling - ever sinoe |:
